STATE TAX REPORTS SHOW 
INCOME GAIN IN COUNTY 


That of Individuals Rises 17.5 Pct. and of 
Corporations 20.4 Pct:, Assessor Reports, 
and Total of Returns Increases. 


Taxable income aggregating $31,- 
807,615, an increase of 175 per cent 
over that of 1934, was repreted in 
1935 by 10,696 individuals in St. 
Louis County filing taxable State 
income tax returns with Assessor 
Martin L. Neaf. The Assessor, who 
is preparing to mail statements to 
the taxpayers, gave out the figures 
today 

Total taxable income (profit) of 
$1,623,955 was reported by 166 cor- 
porations. This was an increase 
of 20.4 per cent in income and 26.7 
per cent in number of corporations 
having taxable income. 

The amount of tax assessed 
against individuals was $686,062 for 
1935, an increase of 21.1 per cent 
over that in 1934, and the tax of 
corporations was $32,143, an in- 
crease of 21.4 per cent. 

As the State income tax law was 
the same for 1935 as for 1934, the 
figures reflect actual gains of in- 
come and of the number of persons 
and corporations having: taxable in- 
come, 

The individual returns include 
those of many persons engaged in 
business or professions or employed 
in St. Louis, but residing in the 
county.

The average taxable income in 
the county was 60 per cent greater 
than in the city, accounted for by 
the large number of higher paid ex- 
ecutives and salary earners residing 
in the county. The average taxa- 
ble income of the 10,696 taxpayers 
in the county, with $31,807,615 ag- 
gregate income, was $2973; in the 
city, 36,601 taxpayers, with aggre- 
gate taxable income of $67,690,008, 
received an average of $1849. 

Taxable income of individuals is 
that remaining after exemptions 
and deductions allowed by law have 
been subtracted from gross income. 


The State income tax is payable 
in a lump sum after May 1 and be- 
comes delinquent if not paid by 
June 1. 

The figures for the City of St. 
Louis, made public Saturday by As- 
sessor Ralph W. Coale, showed an 
increase of 24.7 per cent in taxable 
income of individuals. Corpora- 
tion income figures for the city 
have not yet been tabulated. 


INSIRUCTOR SHOOTS 
PROFESSOR, ENDS LIFE 


Teacher Who Was _°Fired 
Wounds Department Head 
at Nebraska U.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 27.—Prof. 
John P. Weller, 40 years old, a 
foreign language instructor at the 


University of Nebraska, today shot 
and wounded Dr. Harry Kurz, head 
of the department, and then killed 
himself on the university campus. 

The university's board of regents 
had ordered Weller released last 
Saturday. Chancellor E. A. Bur- 
nett said “Weller’s instruction in 
the department was nox considered 
good and his relations with the 
chairman of the department were 
not satisfactory.” 

The regents gave Weller a year’s 
leave of absence at half salary, ef- 
fective from next Sept. 1 “without 
the privilege of return at the close 
of his leave.” 

Weller arrived at the university 
early today and went to Dr. Kurz’ 
office. Soon both ran into the cor- 
ridor. Two shots were fired from 
Weller’s .32-caliber pistol and one 
struck Dr. Kurz in the right wrist. 
He fell to the floor and Weller fled. 

When police surrounded Weller, 
near Nebraska Hall, they said he 
pressed his revolver against his 
chest and fired a bullet above his 
heart. 
and died a few minutes later. 


Weller, who received his master’s 


degree from Stanford University, 
joined the faculty here in 1928. 
University officers said he was un- 
married. Weller was born in Chel- 
sea, Mass.

ITALIANS THREATEN 
TO DESTROY CAPITAL 
IF ENEMY RESISTS 


Plane Over Addis Ababa Drops 
Leaflets Calling For 
Peaceful Surrender. 


By the Associated Press, 

ADDIS ABABA, April 27.—An 
Italian airplane circled over Addis 
Ababa today, dropping leaflets 
threatening destruction of Ethi- 
opie’s capital if the. advance by 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio’s troops 
from Dessye were resisted. 

“Our mission is to occupy Addis 
Ababa and Ethiopia for civiliza- 
tion,” the leaflets said. “If Addis 
Ababa is delivered without resist- 
ance, we will not bomb it, other- 
wise, we will destroy it all.” 

The leaflets, signed by Marshal 
Badoglio’s chief of staff, declared 
that the Italians would enter Addis 
Ababa soon, “with the help of 
God.” 

They warned the populace that 
resistance was futile, since entire 
Northern Ethiopia was already cap- 
tured by the Italians, and asked the 
Ethiopian people to desert Emperor 
Haile Selassie and pledge their al- 
legiance to Italy. 

The plane flew low over the cap- 
ital, performing stunts while drop- 
ping leaflets. 

“We have destroyed Haile Selas- 
sie’s armies and have occupied Des- 
sye,” the leaflets proclaimed. 

“Soon Harrar will be occupied. 

“We are your friends. Make no 
resistance. Otherwise the Italian 
forces will destroy al!.”

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY 
AT DESSYE, Ethiopia, April 26.— 
(By field wireless to Asmara, Eri- 
trea, April 27).—A motorized col- 
umn of 15,000 Italian soldiers, 
spearhead of the advance into 
Ethiopia, moved south from Des- 
sye today, driving down the im- 
perial highway to Addis Ababa. 

The force left the former field 
headquarters of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie at dawn yesterday on the 
way to the capital. More than 
1000 large trucks formed the line. 
Most of them carried 16 then each, 
comprising an entire white army 
column. The others were auxiliary 
trucks, to provide for possible 
breakdown, and bearers of supplies. 

Hours after their departure, they 
were approaching the positions of 
native Eritrean Askaris who had 
already advanced far down the road 
to Addis Ababa by: foot. 

The weather favored the offet~' 
sive. The sun rose over the hills 
about Dessye as the column got 
under way. Later, the skies re- 
mained clear. 

Ethiopians Cheer Departure. 

The entire population of _ this 
town, only recently host to Emper- 
or Haile Selassie, Crown Prince 
Asfa Wosan and the Ethiopian Im- 
perial Army, turned out to cheer 
the Italian forces at the start of 
their drive. 

Many natives, who have made 
their acts of submission at the new 
headquarters of Marshal Pietro Ba- 
doglio, expressed satisfaction at 
the general feeling that the war's 
end was approaching. 

Marshal Badoglio himself, com- 
mander-in-chief of all the Fascist 
forces in East Africa, directed this 
advance in the Italian effort to sub- 
due the last unconquered African 
kingdom. 

The main advancing column was 
entirely self-supporting. In addi- 
tion to its vast amount of supplies, 
it was accompanied by trucks and 
motorcycles carrying machine guns. 


The 15,000 men forming the col- 
umn were chosen from a force 


itwice that size which converged on 


Dessye after Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie’s imperial guards were defeated 
at Lake Ashangi, 120 miles to the 
north. About 165 miles of road re- 
mained to be covered between Des- 
sye and Addis Ababa. Thus far, no 
opposition had been encountered by 
the main army since the Lake 
Ashangi battle. 


Road Being Repaired. 

Other supply trains moved south 
to join the advance guard, trying 
to hasten the Fascist entry into 
Addis Ababa, while engineers 
worked to repair the imperia! high- 
way. 

A small party of newspaper men, 
including the correspondent, accom- 
panied the advance to Dessye, re- 
porting back to Asmara by field 
wireless. 

Long columns of trucks also came 
down from Asmara, passing Amba 
Alaji, moving around Lake Ashangi 
and driving through the battlefields 
of Mai Ceu, where Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s army was smashed at the 
end of Match. 

After the jagged rocks, barren 
crags and stifling heat of Ethiopia, 
the green fields, rolling slopes and 
comparative cool of the Dessye re- 
gion came as a relief. 


Italians Surround Sasa Baneh, in 
the South.

Eleventh District Has 
Stormy Caucus — 15 
Electors to Be Chosen, 
Resolutions Adopted. 


The Republican State convention, 
which formally inaugurated the 
party campaign in Missouri, opened 
today at Hotel Jefferson to elect 
four delegates-at-large to the Re- 
publican national convention in 
Cleveland, 15 presidential electors, 
and adopt resolutions having the ef- 
fect of a preliminary campaign 
platform. 

State leaders in the campaign of 
Gov. Landon of Kansas for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
were prepared to go through with 
their plan to place fhe four deie- 
gates-at-large under instructions to 
support Landon in the Cleveland 
convention, notwithstanding consid- 
erable opposition to this cuurze. 

John M. Hadley of St. Louis was 
elected chairman when permanent 
offiecrs for the convention were 
chosen this afternoon. Miss Cleta 
Smith of St. Louis was named sec- 
retary, Thomas E. Nester of St. 
Louis sergeant-at-arms, and’ State 
Representative O. B. Whitaker of 
Weaubleu, parliamentarian. 

Short Is Keynoter. 

In the keynote address Congress- 
man Dewey Short of Galena, the 
only Republican in the. Missouri 
Fleration disregarded State 
issues and launched into a bit- 
ter attack on the national Demo- 
cratic administration as the “most 
tyrannical and extravagant” in the 
country’s history. A detailed re- 
port of his address is published 
elsewhere in this edition. 

The Landon forces claimed more 
than 70c of the 1050 delegates to the 
State convention, putting them in a 
position to override the opposition 
if, as threatened, the matter of in- 
structions was fought on the floor 
of the convention. 

The slate for the “Big Four” dele- 
gates-at-large still was under dis- 
cussion as the delegates reconvened 
for the afternoon session. Selec- 
tion of Herman Langworthy of 
Kansas City, a Landon  spokes- 
man in Missouri, and A. L. Shap- 
leigh of St. Louf®, veteran Repub- 
lican and regular donor to cam- 
paign funds, appeared certain. 

Others Being Considered. 

Other candidates favorably con- 
sidered ‘by the Landon group were 
Dr. Ed 8S. Brown of Edina, a mem- 
ber of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and Mrs. Helen Lang Rog- 
ers of Carthage, a former member 
of the committee. Four  alter- 
nates will be chosen. 

If this slate goes through, it 
means the ignoring of such party 
chiefs as former Gov. A. M. Hyde 
of Trenton, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in the Hoover cabinet: former 
Gov. Henry S. Caulfield of St. Louisa, 
and former United States Senator 
Roscoe C. Patterson of Springfield. 
Instructions for the delegation have 
not been favored by Hyde, Patter- 
son and Grover W. Dalton of Pop- 
lar Bluff, chairman of the Repub- 
lican State committee. 

Party leaders have been working 
for several days on a preliminary 
draft of the resolutions, to facili- 
tate the work of the committee on 
resolutions, Both the State and 
national Democratic administra- 
tions will be criticised, particularly 
as to expenditures. Relief and 
preservation of the Constitution are 
discussed at some length in the 
resolution on the national adminis- 
tration. 

Stormy Caucus in liith District. 

A stormy caucus of the Eleventh 
(St. Louis) Congressional District 
delegates was held during the 
luncheon recess, for selection of a 
district member of the Resolutions 
Committee. Louis E. Miller of the 
Seventeenth Ward, backed by the 
Landon forces, was elected, 46 to 
41, over William R. Orthwein, a 
local manager for Frank Knox of 
Chicago, presidential aspirant.

said they were opposed to the mar- 
riage. 

Three years ago the Baroness, a 
cousin of Gen. Werner von Blom- 
berg, Nazi Minister of War, adopted 
the youth who was plain William 
Frary of Lynn, and conferred the 
title on him despite family objec- 
tion. Baron von Blomberg is a 
publicity agent for ice cream, con- 
fectionery and fish interests. ° 

“It is ridiculous,” objected the 
Baroness, who cherished hopes her 
adopted son would marry into Ger- 
man nobility. “Why, Mrs. Snow, 
one of my dearest friends, is a 
grandmother. She can never have 
the title, you know.” 

Two sons of Mrs. Snow, whose 
husband, a partner in the law firm 
of Gaston, Snow, Saltonstall & 
Hunt, died last year at 71, also ob- 
jected. 

“I don't believe anything about 
the engagement,” said Crocker 
Snow, an aviator, “and I can guar- 
antee there'll be no marriage.”

PARIS, April 27.—Sharp Com- 
munist gains in Paris and the in- 
dustrial suburbs, - .d a pronounced 
Leftist trend elsewhere in the 
country were disclosed today in re- 
turns from Sunday's election for @ 
new Chamber of Deputies. 

Failure of candidates in at least 
two-thirds of the 618 districts to 
receive the clear majority neces- 
sary for election, however, as indi- 
cated by incomplete returns, left 
the results in doubt until next Sun- 
day's runoff elections. 

In these close contests, the Left- 
ists, by consolidating their forces, 
were expected to emerge victorious, 
with a small majority for the “Peo- 
ple’s Front” of Communists, Social- 
ists and Radical-Socialists indicated 
for the new chamber. The Radical 
Socialist party, strongest unit of 
the People’s Front, was also the 
dominant party in the old cham- 
ber. 

433 Runoff Elections. 

With only two Corsican districts 
missing, official returns showed 
Leftist and the Center with 63 
seats each and Rightist with 57, 
Runoffs will be necessary to fill 
433 seats, or more than two-thirds 
of the Chamber. There are 615 dis- 
tricts.

OFFICIALS COMMENT 
ON GOOD ORDER 


State Chairman of Work- 
ers’ Alliance Expects 
5000 in Demonstration 
for Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J. April 7. = 
Leaders of New Jersey's jobless 
ordered their forces concentrated at 
the State Capitol today to impress 
returning legislators, whose seats 
they occupied six days, with the 
necessity of providing relief funds. 
The Legislature meets tonight. 

Ray Cooke, state chairman of the 
Workers’ Alliance, said he expected 
5000 to 7000 unemployed to join in 
a mass demonstration and demand 
that the Legislature, which for 
four months has failed to agree on 
a relief financing program, take 
action. 

Siate officials, commenting on 
the good behavior of the 50 to 200 
persons who have lived in the 
State House day and night since 
the Legislature adjourned last Tues- 
day, said they expected no disorder 
tonight. Cooke said the unemployed 
would confer with Assembly Speak- 
er Marcus W. Newcomb this after- 
noon concerning plans for surren- 
dering their seats for the Legisla- 
tive seasion. 

Unusual Quiet in Assembly. 

There was unusual quiet in the 
Assembly Chamber today as the 
jobless awaited the return of the 
Legisiators, many of whom are 
known to be out of sympathy with 
the demonstration. One Assembly- 
man, J. Parnell Thomas, Bergen 
Republican, had labeled the group 
“a mob of unoccupation,” and “un- 
invited squatters,” and called upon 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman to use the 
State: police to oust them. Gov. 
Hoffman refused to do so, 

Legislative leaders said there 
was little likelihood of passage of 
any revenue measures tonight to 
provide funds for the State relief 
treasury, which became empty 10 
days ago, precipitating the pres- 
ent crisis. 

Gov. Hoffman, who urged the 
Legislature to stoy “temporizing” 
with the relief problem, has _§re- 
mained largely on the side lines 
since the Legislature repealed his 
two-per cent sales tax last October. 
He said the tax, repealed because of 
ite unpopularity, would have pro- 
vided relief funds and kept. the 
State's budget balanced. 

The Legislature has been divided 
for months on relief legislation. One 
group sought to finance relief 
through Governmental economies, 
the other through new taxation, 
but neither could muster sufficient 
votes for its program. 

More than 100 members of the 
Workers’ Alli nce spent their sixth 
night sleeping in the assemblymen’s 
swivel chairs. They have subsisted 
on coffee, bread, cold meats and 
macaroni donated by Trenton mer- 
chants and friends. Yesterday 
morning they conducted prayer ser- 
vices and listened to a sermon by 
the Rev. Robert Smith of the 
Grace Episcopal Church, Trenton. 

The Rev. Mr. Smith told the men 
and women “to keep up the fight,” 
and invoked the deity to “break 
down all smugness and self-compla- 
cency and lead all men to be more 
indignant of injustice, more indig- 
nant of oppression and depriva- 
tion.” 


Referring to the story of the 
good samaritan, he said: “There 
are 12 or 15 millions in this country 
who, like the man in the story, 
have been robbed, beaten and left 
to die on the Jericho road by a 
social system that is unable to give 
them a job.”

DICKINSON ASSALS 
DOCTRINE OF SCARCITY 


lowan Tells Senators Many 
Americans Live on Food 
Unfit for Dogs. .

WASHINGTON, April 27. — As- 
sailing what he termed the admin- 
istration’s “doctrine of scarcity,” 
Senator Dickinson (Rep.), Iowa, 
told the Senate today many Amer- 
leans were “living on food unfit 
for even dogs to eat.” 

Pleading for enforcement of the 
pure food laws, Dickinson, in a 
lengthy prepared address, referred 
to President Roosevelt's statement 
in his Atlanta speech, Nov. 29 last, 
that the average American today 
was living on a “third class diet” 
because of lack of purchasing 
power to eat more and better food, 
and added: 

“Destroying millions of hogs 
forced millions of people to go hun- 
gry; abandoning millions of acres 
of grain put prices for decent 
American food out of reach for 
millions of decent American fam- 
ilies! 

“As the logical, the inevitable 
consequence of this deliberate and 
wicked waste, for the first time, 
we have Americans living on food 
unfit for even dogs to eat! And 
I mean that statement literally— 
food unfit for even dogs to. eat!” 

Dickinson, who has been men- 
tioned for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, spoke at the out- 
set to only three Senators, one Re- 
publican and two Democrats.

The 
Radical Socialists faced losses of 
their seats in many districts where 
their candidates ran behind the 
Communist or Socialist nominees, 
if the “discipline” of the People’s 
Front was maintained.

Attorney Contended Judge Had 
Misdirected the Jury in 
Original Trial.

Albert Schaeffer, Member 


of St. Louis Regiment in 
War, Fatally Wounded 


at Washington, Ia.

WASHINGTON, Ia., April 27. — 
Albert Schaeffer, wartime member 
of L Company, 138th (St. Louis) 
Infantry, and,a former resident of 
St. Louis, was shot and fatally 
wounded here last night by Mrs. 
Arthur Krause, as he attempted to 
break into the Krause home. 

Before he died he told deputy 
sheriffs that he had been drinking 
and “ran up against a bullet.” Peace 
officers said they had learned that 
he was drunk and attributed his at- 
tempt to break into the Krause 
home to his befuddled condition 
rather than to any desire to rob the 
house. 

Mrs. Krause said she was at 
home alone shortly after 11 o’clock 
when she heard a clamor at the 
rear of the house. Armed with a 
pistol she went to the door just as 
Schaeffer smashed a window, she 
said. She fired at the intruder, who 
was struck in the body. 


Joseph F. Schaeffer, 2153 Sixty- 
eighth street, Pine Lawn, brother 
of Albert Schaeffer, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the war veteran went to Washing- 
ton, Ia., last autumn with his 13- 
year-old daughter, Betty, after his 
wife had died. Another brother, 
Roy Schaeffer, resides in the Iowa 
town. 

Albert Schaeffer, an enlisted man 
in 138th Infantry, was shot in the 
hip in the Argonne Forest, and was 
also shell-shocked. After the war 
he was a patient in a Government 
hospital and had been drawing dis- 
ability payments from the Govern- 
ment. He was employed in St. Louis | 
as an auditor for the Federal 
barge lines.

IN TRUST FOR FAMILY 


Husband and Children to Bene 
efit Equally After Minor 
Bequests Are Paid. 


Mrs. Anna Busch Faust, daughter 
of the late Adolphus Busch, left 
the bulk of her estate in trust for 
equal benefit of her husband, son 
and daughter, after minor specific 
bequests to friends and servants, in 
her will filed in Probate Court to- 
day. She resided at 1 Portland 
place and died April 16. 

The will contained a clause pro 
viding that if the son and daugh- 
ter died without natural issue or 
adopted children the trust estate 
should go In two equal shares to 
Washington University and the 8t, 
Louis Art Museum. The possibility 
that these institutions would be- 
come ultimate beneficiaries was 
considered remote, Mrs. Faust and 
her husband, Edward A. Faust, 
both noted collectors, had accumu- 
lated numerous art treasures in 
their home. 

A codicil, signed last Nov. 1, 
placed Mrs. Faust’s share of her 
mother’s estate in a trust fund for 
equal benefit of her son and daugh- 
ter and made the same provision 
for possible eventual distribution 
to Washington University and the 
Art Museum. 

The Portland place residence was 
left to the son and daughter, Lei- 
cester Busch Faust and Mrs. Mah- 
lon B. Wallace Jr., formerly Miss 
Aaidrey Faust.

The husband, son and son-in-law 
and the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
& Trust Co. were named trustees 
of the residuary estate, with power 
to manage it as well as distribute 
the income. 

A large part of the will was de 
voted to technical provisions cover 
ing the various possibilities in the 
deaths of the three principal bene- 
ficiaries. In any event the survivor 
or his or her children was to re 
ceive the trust fund income. There 
were the usual provisions, in con- 
formity with the legal rule against 
perpetuities, directing the principle 
of the trust go to the grandchildren 
in certain proportions within a cere 
tain period.

AEVNOTER SHORT 
ASSALS NEW DEAL 
WASTE, TYRANAY 


At Republican State Con- 
vention He Says Govern- 
ment Is Most Extrava- 
gant in Nation’s History. 


The record of the national Dem- 
ocratic administration was bitterly 
attacked as the “most trynannical 
and extravagant” in the history of 
the country, and a repudiation of 
the Democratic platform pledges of 
1932, by Congressman Dewey Short 
of Galena, in the keynote address 
which op8ned the Republican State 
convention today at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. 

Aside from several suggestions 
as to planks for the platform to be 
written at the Republican national 
convention in Cleveland in June, 
the keynote speech was centered on 
criticism of President “Roosevelt, 
his administration and recovery 
program, the “Brain Trust,” and 
proposals zy Democratic leaders for 
revision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

There was no discussion by Con- 
gresman Short of the record of the 
Democratic State administration. 

Short, the only Republican mem- 
ber of the Missouri delegation in 
Congress, asserted that although 
the President promised economy in 
Government in the 1932 campaign, 
“He has spent as much in three 
years as President as was spent in 
the first 124 years of our history.” 

Issue as He Sees It. 

The issue in the campaign, he 
declared, was not a battle between 
Democrats and Republicans, but “it 
is between those citizens of our 
country who still believe in our 
form of government, revere the 
Constitution, and prize their free- 
dom more than they do benevolent 
doles, and another class of our cit- 
izenry who have become so _ eén- 
tranced with and allured by New 
Deal promises, or so intimidated by 
New Deal threats, that they’ are 
willing to sell their souls for a 
mess of pottage.” 

In the past, Short said, Republi- 
cans and Democrats have differed 
on such issues as the tariff, League 
of Nations and monetary policies, 
“but never in the history of our 
republic have Republicans and 
Democrats differed on the Consti- 
tution.” 

“Sophisticated Satellites.” 

“President Roosevelt was elected 
upon an excellent platform, writ- 
ten by prominent members of the 
Democratic * party,” Short said. 
“With one or two exceptions he 
has consistently and completely 
broken every promise and pledge 
in that platform, violated the 
pledges he made in his speeches 
as a candidate and repudiated the

stockholders. Of all the _ loosely 
drawn, intricate and ambiguous 
pieces of New Deal legislation, this 
is the most vague, indefinite and 
uncertain.” 

Referring to the younger voters 
of America, Short said, “I would 
warn that their Government, from 
the day they become taxpayers un- 
til they die, will be going down 
into their pockets . . . to pay for 
the mad follies of this administra- 
tion.” 


In discussing increased govern- 
mental expenditures, Short attacked 
the administration recovery pro- 
gram and charged that the country 
virtually was back where it start- 
ed three years ago, as to unemploy- 
ment, and relief requirements, not- 
withstanding an increase of $10,- 
000,000,000 in the national debt, 
“and the end of spending is not 
yet in sight.” 


“We will soon have no water left 
with which to prime the pump,’ 
he said. “The well is already dry. 
A false prosperity has been created 
by spending money we do not have 
and by placing a mortgage on our 
children. Our expenditures are now 
40 per cent greater than our rev- 
enues. This means that regardless 
of whica party wins the election 
this year, increased taxes are in- 
escapable unless we resort to in- 
flation, more radical than we now 
have, which, of course, is repudia- 


tion of a solemn obligation.” 
Suggestions for Planks. 

He criticised proposals to amend 
the Constitution to validate New 
Deal legislation. “Whatever chang- 
es are necessary to bring back 
prosperity to a distressed, bewil- 
dered and harassed people can be 
made,” he said, “without destroying 
the very foundations of our Gov- 
ernment by abolishing the Supreme 
Court or wrecking the Constitu- 
tion.” 

Short said the Republican party 
would have a constructive program 


to offer, “after we nominate our) 
candidate for the presidency and | 


adopt a platform at Cleveland.” 

Several suggestions for platform 
planks were offered by Short, as 
follows: 

To halt concentration of power 
in a Federal bureaucracy and to 
restore States’ rights. 

Reduction of governmental costs 
by abolishing New Deal “alphabet- 
ical agencies,” and balancing of 
the budget, not so much by increas- 


ing taxation as by reduction of 
governmental expenditures. 

Insistence upon sound money and 
terminating “constant tinkering 
with the currency.” 

Continued opposition to the 
League of Nations, the World Court 
and any movement “that would em- 
broil us in foreign entanglements.” 

Advocates Merit System. 

Removal of politics from civil ser- 
vice and adherence to the merit sys- 
tem in selecting Government em- 
ployes. Short said the percentage 
of Government employes under civil 
service reached a peak of 80 per 
cent before the present administra- 
tion, but now had dropped to O57 
per cent. 

Assist agriculture “not by reduc. 
ing production, since all wealth is 
the result of production, but give 
the farmer a moratorium on his 
indebtedness at a lower rate of in- 
terest, reduce taxes on real estate, 
teach him diversification of farm 
activities, develop and expand both 
our domestic and export markets 
and give him, as we have given la- 
bor and industry, a tariff suffi- 
ciently high to prohibit the impor- 
tation of commodities which can be 
produced within the confines of our 
own country.” 

Take the Government out of com- 
petition with private enterprise. 

Adoption of a “reasonable, work- 
able and constitutional” social se- 
curity program, embracing old age 
pensions, uriemployment insurance, 
assistance to dependent children, 
helpless cripples, the blind and ma- 
ternal welfare. 

Return of the administration of 
relief to the various states and lo- 
cal communities, thereby cutting 


administrative costs. 

Affirmance of faith in the Su- 
preme Court and a pledge to pre- 
serve the Constitution.

JUDGMENT AGAINST 
JONES SET ASIDE 


Bonding Company to Get 
Héaring in Meyer Estate 
Litigation. 


A judgment of $3248, entered 
March 23 against Attorney Wilfred 
Jones and in favor of the estate 
of Mrs. Rosa M. Meyer, was set 
aside by Probate Judge Giendy B. 
Arnold today on motion of the 
Maryland Casualty Co., signer of 
Jones’ official bond as executor of 


the estate. 

The casualty company had con- 
tended that it was not responsible 
for some of the items covered by 


the judgment against Jones, the 
baby broker in the Muench baby 
hoax, who was removed as execu- 
tor by Judge Arnold, as “an unfit 
and improper person” to manage 
the affairs of the $17,727 estate.

FIVE WAYS SUGGESTED: 
FOR NAZIS TO GET COLONIES 


Purchase From Portugal and Conquest of 
Liberia Among Them—Little Hope of 
Regaining Those Lost in War.

BERLIN, April 27. — Opposition 
disclosed in the Britistt Parliament 
last week to a return of mandated 
former German colonies to the 
Reich confirmed yesterday the views 
of many in Germany that a solu- 
tion of the German colonial prob- 
lem must be realized by some other 
way than restoration of the former 
possessions. 

Whatever solution Adolf Hitler 
has in mind, it is known that he 
views the colonial problem not only 
in the light of raw materials but 
equally in land habitable for Ger- 
mans as an outlet for the rapidly 
rowing population surplus. 

By process of elimination it can 
be stated that there is nowhere any 
talk of recovering Kiauchow from 
the Japanese. Whether or not a 
German-Japanese alliance exists, as 
is claimed again and again in for- 
eign but denied in German quar- 
ters, the fact is that there seems 
to be a tacit agreement not to raise 
the question of Kiauchow again. 

Nor is Samoa, also a German col- 
ony in prewar days, spoken. of. 
Those who demand a return of 
German colonies mean Tanganyika, 
Southwest Africa, Cameroons, To- 
goland, and, to a less degree, the 
former German possessions in the 
New Guinean group. 

Five versions are current in re- 
sponsible German circles as to how 
the colonial question may be solved 
in a manner satisfactory to Ger- 
many: 

i. In the general statement of 
European problems inaugurated by 
Hitler’s peace plans submitted to 
the Locarno Powers, it is unthink- 
able that Germany should not be 
handed back some or all of her for- 
mer colonial possessions. It is part 
of the price which a rearmed and 


modernly equipped Germany de- 
mands for keeping the peace the 
next quarter century. 


By Purchase from Portugal. 

2. As none of the big mandate 
Powers—Great Britain, France and 
Japan—will yield one inch of ter- 
ritory without war, and as another 
mandate Power—Belgium— is pro- 
tected by France, it is useless to 
expect the return of the former 
German colonies. There are, how- 
ever, important Portuguese colonial 
possessions which this small coun- 
try on the Iberian peninsula “has no 
real reason to possess.” Germany 
might buy colonies from Portugal 
just as the United States bought 
the Virgin Islands from’ Denmark. 
German relations with Portugal are 
excellent, and Great Britain and 
France might be willing to add 
“moral suasion” to Germany’s offer 
of purchase. 

3. Germany must do as Italy did, 
and, in the name of national neces- 
sity, seize colonial territory just as 
Premier Mussolini is seizing Ethi- 
opia, Liberia is casually mentioned 
as one possibility in this connection. 

4. In a war with France, force 
this western neighbor to her knees 
and make her surrender not only 
the Cameroons but enough other 
French colonial territory to recom- 
pense Germany for the loss of her 
colonies in 1918. 

5. Solve the colonial problem by 
securing a “colony” in Eastern Eu- 
rope. Don’t attempt to go overseas 
at all. The Ukraine, for instance, 
is a wonderful territory for raw ma- 
terials. As a conflict with Soviet 
Russia is unavoidable sooner or 
later anyway, get the German mind 
fixed at this early date upon a mod- 
ern form of the colonial idea, name- 
ly, seizure of territory in the vast 


regions of Eastern Europe.

163 CORPORATIONS REPORT 
AGGREGATE GAIN IN PROFITS 


Increase of 30.9 Per Cent in Net In- 
come for First Three Months 
of 1036. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—The first 
163 industrial corporations report- 
ing net incomes for the first quar- 
ter of 1936 show an aggregate gain 
of 30.9 per cent over the total for 
the first three months of 1935, a 
tabulation by the Associated Press 
shows. 

The oil industry—more than treb- 
ling its earlier figure—showed by 
far the biggest advance among~the 
individual groups. Chief reason for 
the improvement was the more sta- 
ble price structure this year. 

The 10 steel companies doubled 
their income this year, due to the 
fact that Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube made a substantial profit, 
against a fair-sized loss a year ago. 
Eliminating Youngstown from the 
total turns the gains into a 36 per 
cent decline. 

In the automobile accessory units 
the first 18 showed a drop of 3.8 
per cent.

NORMAN THOMAS OPENS 


Socialist Leader Says Forces of 
Fascism and Dictatorship Are 
Well Under Way.

VON STARHEMBERG 
DEFIES OPPONENTS 
UF IS HEIMWERR 


Prince’s Refugal to Disband 
His Private Army Com- 
plicates Austria’s Internal 
Dispute. .

VIENNA, April 27.—Austrian 
Government officials,.in a succes- 
sion of conferences, sought a for- 
mula today to patch up the nation’s 
internal difficulties, sharpened by 
the refusal of Prince Ernst von 
Starhemberg’s private army to dis- 
band. 

The powerful Prince and Vice- 
Chancellor, in a defiant speech, 
warned his political opponents at 
Horn yesterday that his Heimwehr 
(Home Guard) would be dissolved 
“only over my dead body.” If his 
internal enemies pressed him too 
hard, he declared, there would be 
a “repetition of 1934,” the year of 
Austria’s brief, bloody civil war in 
which the Heimwehr triumphed. 

Von Starhemberg’s speech fol- 
lowed Saturday’s declaration by his 
Heimwehr leaders of their determi- 
nation to keep their armed organi- 
zation intact, despite opposition 
from Clerical and Monarchist quar- 
ters. 


Fascists Versus Clericals. 

The issue became clearly defined 
as a contest between 100 per cent 
Fascism, as represented by Von 
Starhemberg; and the Clerical ele- 
ment of the country. 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg, 
who is closely allied to the Clerical 
quarters, took a moderate attitude 
in attempting to work out a com- 
promise. 

Prince von Starhemberg was 
cheered by 1200 Heimwehrmen as 
he “declared war on traitors” in a 
spirit similar to that of 1934 when 
his private army smashed. Social- 
ism in Vienna and suppressed the 
Hitlerite Nazis. 

Declaring false friends surround- 
ed Chancellor Schuschnigg, the 
Prince declared “the Chancellor 
knows the Heimwehr is his best 
bodyguard and will use its power 
against persons who mask as his 
friends but actually are enemies of 
Austria.” 

Von Starhemberg declared there 
were three possible courses for Aus- 
tria, continuation of the authorita- 
rian state, Nazism or Communism. 
The Heimwehr is determined to 
preserve the Fascist system, he 
said.

President Ignacy Moscicki de 
creed that exportation of the gold

(The zloty, Polish monetary unit, 
has been currently quoted in the 
New York market at about $.158, 
The valuta is the value of the cur- 
rency, as agree on, or its exchange 
value with reference to the curren- 
cy of another specified country.) 

The decree was issued in the of- 
ficial gazette, effective today. It 
provided that only specially privi- 
leged banks would be permitted to 
conduct foreign exchange opera- 
tions at fixed rates. 

The restrictions were milder than 
those of Germany, because no em- 
bargo was placed on importation 
of the zloty into Poland, and .pos- 
session of gold and foreign ex 
changes also was permitted. 

A communique, issued simultane- 
ously by an official agency, ex~- 
plained that the regulations were 
temporary and designed to stop 
speculation in gold and  devisen 
(bills of exchange), caused by ru- 
mors leading to recent public hoard- 
ing of gold, to the detriment of 
normal business. 

The communique said Poland 
would respect its foreign debts. 

Jewish newspapers reported that 
Poles going abroad would not be 
permitted to take more than 500 
zloty. 


JEWS BOYCOTT ARAB PORT 


Decide to Have Own Harbor at Tel 
Aviv, Near Jaffa. 

JERUSALEM, April 27.—(Palcor 
Agency.)—Leading Jewish impor- 
ters and merchants of Palestine 
decided yesterday to import all 
their goods via Haifa harbor in- 
stead of Jaffa, which is predomi- 
nantly an Arab city.

Non-Producers First. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WONDER if you Missouri people are 
not getting a bit soft and sentimental? 
I note that you are turning out only 

14,400 people in St. Louis to starve and 

are considerate enough to include in this 

list the potential producers of wealth. 
It is pleasant to note you are retaining 

29,200 non-producers on the relief rolls 

for the present, but expect to “shake 

down” this list to the limit and finally 
turn the rest out on pasture where there 
is no grass. 

I protest that this idea of starving the

He would 
have complaints against Federal judges go, in the 
first instance, to the Attorney-General, who, if he 
decided that action was warranted, would bring for- 
mal charges before a court consisting of the 10 senior 
judges of the Circuit Courts of Appeals, presided over 
by the Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia. Senator McAdoo argues that 
the constitutional provisions relating to impeach- 
ment—namely, that the House shail have the sole 
power of impeachment and the Senate the sole power 
to try the charges—do not prevent Congress from 
setting up another method of disbarment. 

Though Senator McAdoo’s proposal evidently 
springs from a considerable study of the problem, we 
cannot but question both its intrinsic merits and its 
constitutionality. As to the former, we can see a 
danger in vesting the Attorney-General, a political 
appointee of the President, with the power to bring 
or to withhold charges against a Federal judge. 
Would not this give to the executive branch of the 
Government a club over the judiciary not intended 
by the Constitution, and, even if permissible under 
the Constitution, altogether at variance with the 
ideal of an indeperident judiciary? In seeking to put 
Federal judges on notice that recreancy to their trust 
will be followed by swift retribution, we need to be 
on guard against any invasion of that judicial in- 
dependence without which the rights of the citizen 
might be made a mockery. This is not to say that 
the judiciary should be held sacrosanct, or that we 
should not seek expedition in our procedure against 
the faithless, but only that there is danger that the 
McAdoo plan would produce evils worse than those 
it is intended to cure. Nothing could be more cal- 
culated to upset the even administration of justice 
than the power in the hands of one man in an ap- 
pointive executive office to engage in reprisals 
against a judge who had offended the executive au- 
thority. 


As to the constitutionality of Senator McAdoo’s 
proposal, it seems to us highly doubtful, so explicit is 
the Constitution in setting out the means whereby a 
judge may be ousted, whether an alternative and 
radically different method would be valid. 

Nevertheless, we welcome the proposal of Senator 
McAdoo as a timely contribution to the discussion of 
a vitally important subject. The objective which he 
seeks—that of visiting prompt punishment upon 
judges who abuse their power—is admirable. If this 
can be attained without breaking down the present 
wise safeguards thrown about the independence of 
the judiciary, well and good. It seems to us, how- 
ever, that Senator McAdoo does not go to the root 
of the trouble. What is fundamentally wrong is that 
political reasons rather than merit too often control 
the selection of judges. If there are any offices that 
ought not to be on the political pie counter, they are 
the Federal judgeships. True it is that the judgeships 
are awarded with more discrimination than lesser 
offices—and to this fact is due the high average of 
ability and probity on the Federal bench—but the 
fact remains that in the background of most appoint- 
ments is a selfish political consideration. 

Now here is a matter, clearly, where an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure, and the Presi- 
dent and the Senate, who jointly are responsible for 
the selection of judges, have it in their power to 
apply that prevention. Let individual Senators and 
other party leaders stand less stubbornly on their 
“personal prerogatives” as dispensers of patronage; 
let the President, through the Department of Justice, 
make a searching ani impartdal examination of a can- 
didate’s claims to preferment; let the President make 
a selection unbiased by the desire to favor this or 
that politician or faction; let the Senate investigate 
on its own account, and then, without regard to 
the senatorial “courtesy” that too often controls its 
action on appointments, vote a candidate up or down 
—let these things be done and there will be no oc- 
casion to revise or extend the impeachment procedure.

After all, there could easily be such a thing as too 
great facility in the impeachment process. One of the 
factors that make for the independence of the Federal 
bench is its security of tenure. Judges are appointed 
for life, at adequate salaries, on the theory that they 
will thereby be removed from the political arena and 
freed from all pressure of personal economic interest. 
To make the impeachment process too easy would be 
to run the risk of so weakening the tenure of office, 
so diluting the power and prestige of the Federal 
judiciary, as to make the Federal bench unattractive 
to men of the highest type. All this quite apart from 
the fact, as we have noted, that to supplement the im- 
peachment process in the manner suggested by Sen- 
ator McAdoo would open the way to unwarranted, and 
possibly to the most malign, interference with the 
judiciary by the executive branch. 

We are not impressed with the argument that an 
impeachment trial consumes too much of the time 
and energy of the Senate. The Senate does not lack 
time in which to do its work, and certainly it 
can have no higher duty than that of determining 
the guilt or innocence of an officer of Government 
holding the tremendous powers of a Federal judge. 

There is the argument, finally, that the rarity of 
convictions on impeachment charges—only four con- 
victions of judges having occurred in the history of 
the country—demonstrates the need for a new 
method. This is to ignore the fact that in the last 10 
years three Federal judges have been summoned to 
the bar of the Senate on formal charges by the House. 
One of them—Judge English—resigned before the 
date set for his trial; one was acquitted by a nar- 
row margin; one—Judge Ritter-—-wag convicted. 
Viewed in the light of recent happenings, the record 
is not unimpressive. It contains an unmistakable 
warning that Judges may not abuse their powers with 


impunity.

Let us, by all means, have all reasonable speed in 
bringing faithless judges to book, but let us avoid 
creating a condition perilous to the free and untram- 
meled functioning of the courts. Senator McAdoo’s 
proposal goes too far. It brings up a subject, how- 
ever, that needs to be talked about—this whole sub- 
ject of the rectitude and independence of the Federal 
courts—and gives the opportunity for the lesson to 
be driven home that the place to start reform is in 


the methods of choosing our Federal Judges.

A CARIBBEAN DICTATOR. 
Italy and Germany have thoroughly efficient dicta- 
torships, but the name of Rome has not yet been 


changed to Mussolini City, nor that of Berlin to 
Hitlerstadt. It has remained for a Latin American’ 


dictator, the ruler of the Dominican Republic, to 
alter the name of his country’s capital to glorify 
himself. He is Gen. Rafael Leonidas Trujillo, and 
he recently abolished the name of Santo Domingo 
(firat city of the New World, founded In 1496) in 
favor of Ciudad Trujillo, or Trujillo City. 

The action is typical of the gaudy President-Gen- 
eral, a remarkable person in many respects, who has 
adopted numerous methods of the Old World dicta- 
torships and improved on othe By way of terror- 
ism, he used his position as mander of the army 
to win the presidential election, in 1930, Then he 


Parliament, so that in 1934 he was re-elected by 
the usual Fascist formula, “without opposition.” 
Meanwhile, many of his opponents have been exiled 
and others have been murdered or imprisoned. The 
press.is under strict control, spies are everywhere, 
labor unions have been disbanded. 

The twin of dictatorship, militarism, shares the 
spotlight; boys of 9 and 10 may be seen drilling 
in the streets. Another inevitable accompaniment is 
a financial crisis, which persists despite rigid econ- 
omies and reduction of debt payments. Under Tru- 
jillo, this country of 1,500,000 inhabitants presents a 
typical case study of “dictatorship, Caribbean style,” 
says the Foreign Policy Association, which devotes 
its latest report to an analysis of his regime. 
Caribbean style dictators pay more attention to en- 
riching themselves than do those of the Old World. 
Trujillo has an interest in many Dominican finan- 
cial undertakings, and uses his ruthless power to 
jail or exile competitors. Trujillo demands even more 
incense than the dictators of Europe. He is regularly 
hailed by the press as a titan and messiah. On the 
roof of the Vice-President’s residence is a large elec- 
tric sign, in red, white and blue, spelling out the 
words, “God and Trujillo.” 

As Mussolini was created by the World War and 
Hitler by the Versailles Treaty, so was Trujillo 
created by the United States occupation, from 1916 
to 1924. The marines, while ruling the Republic, or- 
ganized a strong army, designed to preserve the coun- 
try’s stability. Trujillo received his military train- 
ing in this army, and now uses the army as the main- 
stay of his regime. The tyrannical rule at Trujillo 
City thus is traceable to this country’s now repudi- 
ated dollar diplomacy.

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SOMETHING ILLINOIS NEEDS. 


has announced that he will sponsor a resolution in 
the Legislature of his State looking to a change in 
the Illinois Constitution so as to permit the levy- 
ing of an income tax. It is the Decatur legislator’s 
idea that with a State tax on incomes, the present 
high sales tax could be reduced or perhaps even re- 
moved entirely. 

As we have said repeatedly, the movement to 
enact an income tax in Illinois is one which should 
be encouraged in its every manifestation. It is un- 
thinkable that a State containing the personal wealth 
that Illinois contains should go on indefinitely with- 
out making use of that wealth in meeting the costs 
of the many services which a modern industrial state 
must now provide. 

The Horner administration worked for an income 
tax in its early months, only to run against the rigid 
revenue article of the State Constitution on a court 
test. Consistency as well as public necessity requires 
the Governor of Illinois and his legislative leaders 
to continue their efforts toward that end: 

A constitutional amendment, proposed now, could 
be placed before the voters in November. If it were 
made the subject of a vigorous educational campaign, 
popular approval would follow as a matter of course.

PUBLIC OPINION AND THE POLICE BOARD. 

By request of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
money paid by the handbook operators and pin-ball 
game distributors for their advertising in the police 
circus program will be refunded. This decision is a 
victory for public opinion. The criticism aroused by 
acceptance of the objectionable advertising was speed- 
ily felt and acted upon by the Police Board. 

Acknowledgement of this fact is conveyed in the 
board’s statement: “The Police Department wishes, 
and must have, the respect, confidence and co-opera- 
tion of all law-abiding citizens of St. Louis ... 
However worthy may be the purposes for which its 
funds (the police relief funds raised by the circus) 
are used, it is not proper that they be obtained from 
sources or in a manner which will subject the depart- 
ment to public criticism.” 

The episode was unfortunate, but it will have 
good effects by the strong case that has been built 
up against solicitation of questionable advertising in 
the future, and, in fact, against any action that may 
jeopardize the good name of the Police Department.

TODAY AND TOMORROW

HILE Col. McCormick’s report to the 

Newspaper Publishers’ Association puts 

special emphasis on the freedom of the 
press, it is most impressive as a record of 
the extent to which the Black committee 
and the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion have violated the rights of citizens. 

It was a plain outrage for the commis- 
sion to seize a private telegram from Mr. 
Hearst to one of his editors and to give 
that telegram to the Black committee. But 
the outrage did not lie in the fact that 
Mr. Hearst is a publisher; it would, it seems 
to me, be untenable to imply that his tele- 
grams are any more inviolate under the 
Constitution than those of any other person 
within the jurisdiction of our laws. 

The outrage perpetrated by the commit- 
tee and the commission was not against the 
freedom of the press but against the free- 
dom of all individuals. Mr. Hearst has no 
more rights in this field because he is a pub- 
lisher than has Mr. Strawn, who is a law- 
yer; the first amendment forbids Congress 
to make laws abridging the freedom of the 
press, but it does not guarantee to the press 
any other privilege or immunities which all 
other citizens do not enjoy.

The distinction is important because it dis- 
closes the principle that the freedom of the 
press in America is protected not merely 
by the first amendment but in a much more 
substantial degree by all the constitutional 
guaranties given to all persons. 

It follows from this that the press can 
never defend its own liberties alone. The 
defense, which has to be everlastingly vigi- 
lant, must be given to the whole system of 
liberties—to the rights of all individuals, the 
limitation under the law of all organs of 
government, and the capacity of all men to 
defend their rights before independent tri- 
bunals. The freedom of the press, as we 
know it in America, is not something apart 
from this general system of liberty. It is 
dependent upon this genera] system, and the 
press can continue to enjoy its liberties only 
by preserving that system. 

That this is so may be seen from the fact 
that the outrage by the Black committee 
strikes, not at the first amendment, but at 
the fourth amendment, prohibiting “unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures.” Mr. Hearst’s 
rights under that amendment are precisely 
those of any other person. ‘ 

This is not only the broadest ground upon 
which to defend the freedom of the press, 
but it is also the ground which the people as 
a whole will thoroughly respect. For I do 
not think that the people would feel easy in 
their minds if it were argued, for example, 
that the privacy of Mr. Hearst’s telegrams 
must be held inviolate but that the privacy 
of the Lindbergh family need not be; that, 
in the name of the freedom of the press, Mr. 
Hearst may refuse to have his instructions 
to editors published whereas Col. Lindbergh 
may not refuse to have his child's photo- 
graph published. 

There is something about such a position 
which does not square with that sense of

Yet they must exist, and in 
so far as they can be defined, they must be 
acknowledged by anyone who sees the free- 
dom of the press as part of, rather than as 
independent of; a free society. 

The gatherings of newspaper men in 
Washington and in New York during the 
past 10 days have produced also some inter- 
esting episodes involving the relation be- 
tween public officials and the press. They 
raised again the question of whether criti- 
cism is fair criticism, whether unfavorable 
news reports are impartial news reports. 

It is only human for officials to feel that 
unfavorable news and critical comment are 
biased, incompetent and misleading. There 
is no denying the sincerity of their com- 
plaints, and there is no use pretending that 
any newspaper man can regularly give the 
whole objective truth about all complicated 
and controverted questions. The theory of 
a free press is that the truth will emerge 
from free reporting and free discussion, not 
that it will be presented perfectly and in- 
stantly in any one account. 

But officials find it hard to remember 
that. Conscious of their own good inten- 
tions, it seems incredible to them that any 
honest and informed man should seriously 
disagree, and when they are in the heat of a 
political battle, very few can ever believe 
that their opponents are as honest as their 
supporters. That is to be expected. But at 
least they might remember that their com- 
plaints against their critics on the ground 
of bias would carry more weight if occa- 
sionally they were heard to complain that 


some correspondent had praised _ their 
achievements unduly.

Much might be said about the personal re- 
lations between politicians and newspaper 
men, They are invariably delicate and diffi- 
cult. For obviously they must be close; 
correspondents must see much of the men 
they write about. Yet if they do, they soon 
find themselves compelled to choose between 
friendship and the ties of loyalty that come 
from companionship on the one hand, the 
stern embarrassing truth on the other. This 
is the unpleasantest side of newspaper work, 
and I have never heard of any way of avoid- 
ing it. When a personal friend becomes a 
public man, a predicament soon arrives in 
which friendship and duty are at odds. 


For my own part, I have known only one. 


high public official in my life for whom this 
problem did not exist. That was Calvin 
Coolidge. No matter what was printed 
about him, it seemed to make no difference 
in his personal relations with editors and 
writers. He achieved this miracle by con- 
veying the general impression that he had 
never heard of the newspaper with which 
his guest was connected, and had never 
had anything printed in it called to his at- 
tention. This was, it always seemed to me, 
the perfect method of dealing with the press 
in a democracy. But Mr. Coolidge was an 
imperturbable man living in an interlude of 
quiet times, and it was perhaps rather easier 
for him to be a philosopher than it has 
been for his successors.

300 at Dinner for Rabbi Jonah 
Wise Hear Addresses 
by Telephone. 


The Jewish Welfare Fund cam- 
paign to raise $194,950 for 21 local, 
national and international organiza- 
tions opened last night with a din- 
ner at Hotel Jefferson in honor 
of Rabbi Jonah B. Wise of New 
York. 

About 300 who attended heard 
messages of encouragement over 
the telephone from Jewish leaders 
in widely separated parts of the 
country. They were Albert Lasker 
of Chicago, Judge M. C. Sloss of 
San Francisco, Lessing Rosenwald 
of Philadelphia, Felix M. Warburg 
of New York, and Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise of New York. Eddie Can- 
tor, film and radio comedian, spoke 
briefly from New York. 


Rabbi Jonah Wise, who is co- 
chairman of the joint distribution 
fund for the relief of oppsessed 
Jews in Europe, said Jewish mi- 
norities in Germany, Poland and 
other countries where they are 
persecuted, look to the Jews of 
America for assistance. 

“Today is a period of change 
and frightful uncertainty,” he 
said. “As in all such periods, the 
minorities suffer because they 
lack the protection of vast num- 
bers and enormous power.” 

Rabbi Julius Gordon of Temple 
Shaare Emeth said the situation 
of Jews in Europe approximated 
“the medieval ghetto in all its 
stifling oppressiveness.” 

“We must extend help in a 
spirit of sympathetic understand- 
ing, bearing in mind that the 
maximum of charity is the mini- 
mum of duty,” Rabbi Gordon said.

Father Mullally pointed out that 
industry has not always been guilty 
in labor disputes. Quoting from 
letters made public in the Senate 
munitions investigation, in which 
a salesman was advised to instruct 
customers to use plenty of tear gas 
to disperse a gathering of strikers, 
Father Mullally added that the un- 
official records of labor probably 
would contain advice “to throw big- 
ger bombs and stronger creosote.” 

“I believe the public expects both 
industry and labor to co-operate to 
attain the purpose of the act,” the 
speaker said. “Industry is expected 
to value human life, liberty and the 
right to peace and happiness above 
property rights. Labor should 
purge its ranks of the racketeer and 
the element that would prefer to 
gain its victories by bloodshed.” 

Garvey outlined the workings of 
the labor act. The board takes ac- 
tion only after a notarized charge 
is filed by individuals or labor 
groups, he explained. An investiga- 
tion is then made to determine 
whether the accused firm is en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, es- 
sential to jurisdiction, If the firm 
engages in interstate commerce, 
there is a hearing on the charges 
before a trial examiner, who makes 
his report to the National Labor 
Relations Board at Washington.

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ILLINOIS LAW REGULATING 
PRODUCE DEALERS UPHELD 


Supreme Court Rejects Plea That 
It Is “Burden” on Interstate 
Commerce. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 27. — A 

1919 Illinois law placing farm pro- 

duce dealers under license and bond 


was held constitutional today by 
the Supreme Court. 

In a unanimous opinion by Jus- 
tice Roberts, the Court affirmed a 
ruling by the Illinois Supreme Court 
on Oct. 14, upholding the act, un- 
der which commission dealers were 
required to obtain a $10 license and 
post a $5000 bond. 

The law had been attacked by 
the Hartford Accident & Indemnity 
Co., which contended it was a “bur- 
den” on interstate commerce. IIli- 
nois replied it was a proper “ex- 
ercise of police power.” 

Today’s action had been expected 
since March 31, when the court 
stopped arguments. 

“The statute is a police regula- 
tion,” the opinion said. “The busi- 
ness regulated is local, having its 
situs within the State and being 
conducted therein. 

“The fact that the commission 
merchant contracts to sell, and 
sells, farm produce forwarded to 
him from points without, as well 
as points within, the State is not 
enough to condemn the regulations 
of a business carried on within her 
borders.”

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WALLACE IS UPHELD 
IN STOCKYARDS ORDER 


Supreme Court Sustains Valua- 
tion and Rate Reduction 
at St. Joseph. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 27. — The 
$2,743,000 valuation fixed by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace on the 
property of the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
Stockyards Co. and his order re- 
ducing service charges were upheld 
today by the Supreme Court. 

The Government said this was 
the first case under the 1921 Pack- 
ers and Stockyards Act to present 
to the Court “the ordinary issues 
of valuation and fair return in a 
stockyards rate controversy.” 

In a unanimous opinion by Chief 
Justice Hughes, the court affirmed 
the ruling of a three-Judge Federal 
District Court for Western Mis- 
souri approving Wallace’s action. 
“We conclude that the appellant 
has failed to prove confiscation,” 
the opinion said. 

Substantial reductions in the 
rates charged by the company were 
ordered as a result of the valua- 
tion. The company contended the 
valuation should be increased by 
$1,010,406. It said the deduction 
for accrued depreciation was ex- 
cessive. by $341,799, that $120,143 
should be added for the value of 
the Transit House, a commercial 
hotel; that the value of that part 
of its land known as “Zone A” 
should be increased by $275,164, and 
that $273,000 should be added for 
“going concern value.” 

Wallace estimated the new sched- 
ule of rates and charges would pro- 
vide a net income of 7.13 per cent 
on his valuation. The company 
contended that, under the order, it 
would have had only a 1.99 per cent 
income last year. 

“The hearing before the secre- 
tary, held ih 1933, necessarily pro- 
ceeded upon an examination of the 
operations of the preceding years,” 
said the opinion. “The secretary 
examined the course of business for 
a period sufficiently long to afford 
a basis for a reasoriable estimate 
with due regard to the years pre- 
ceding, and those during the de- 
pression. His selection, and the 
use he made of it, is not open to 
any sound criticism. 

“If the operations of later years 
show that the rates have become 
unreasonably low, appellant has its 
remedy. -It has had, and still has, 
opportunity to apply to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture for a modifi- 
cation of the prescribed charges.” 

Justice Brandeis presented one 
concurring opinion and Justices 
Stone and Cardozo joined in another 
brief explanation of their views.

Arthur C. Meyers said in a report 
today to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment.

$767,128. 

Analyzing the budget proposals, 
on which the Board of Estimate 
has heard representatives of all de- 
partment, the director added that 
in his opinion relief should now be

from $7,050,000 in relief bond is- 
sues and no further assistance is 
to be received from the State, in 
the immedate future, at least. 

Declaring that additional muni- 
cipal revenue is needed, he contin- 
ued: “It is apparent to everyone 
that the city cannot continue in- 
definitely to incur additional debt 
fo rrelief and remain in a sound 
financial condition. If the city is 
to continue relief expenditures af- 
ter present funds are exhausted, 
the sound thing to do, in my opin- 
jon, is to provide revenue to place 
relief expenditures on a budgeted 
basis out of municipal revenue. 

To balance the budget, the di- 
rector suggested the following: 

If there is to be no increase in 
present revenue, present services 

rendered to the people must be 
reduced, or salaries of city em- 
ployes must be cut, or both. 

If additional service is to be 
rendered and salary scales main- 
tained, there must be a vigaqrous 
drive to collect present and de- 
linquent taxes, an increase in ex- 
isting taxes, new taxes of some 
kind, State legislation to allocate 
back to local governments a per- 
centage of the State tax, or 
service charge to the taxpayers 
for certain services rendered by 
the city, not further specified. 
Only one tax increase was, spe- 

cifically recommended. This was a 
rise of one cent, from 39 to 40 cents 
on the $100 of assessed valuation in 
the rate for meeting bond indebted- 
ness, the increase to provide for the 
retirement of $2,250,000 in bonds for 
the proposed river front memorial. 
Offers of the bonds by the city 
have failed to bring bids from bond 
houses, ‘because of the threat of liti- 
gation and for other reasons. Di- 
the 
proposed one-cent increase would 
improve the chances to sell the is- 
gue, which is to be supplemented 
by a Federal grant of $6,750,000, if 
the funding of the project is ever 
completed. 

Director Meyers’ report to the 
Board of Estimate on the budget 
recommended scheduling of ex- 
penditures of $19,565,417 for the 
fiscal year. This is $2,974,638 less 
than was asked by department 
heads. At the same time he sug- 
gested that efforts be made to per- 
suade the police and _ election 
boards, State-controlled bodies, to 
accept a reduction of $200,000 in 
their budgets for the year. 

With the reductions in police and 
election board budgets, Meyers 
added, his estimate for the year 
would have been about equa! to esti- 
mated probable receipts for the 
year, but would not 
deficit. However, 
have expressed no inclination to 
make the cuts suggested, and in 
addition, the Board 
added a total of $404,639 to Meyers’ 
figures. The Fire Department fig- 
ures presented by him were re- 
duced $39,000, however, so that the 
net increase in the proposed budget, 
above Meyers’ figures, is $365,639. 

The director also pointed out 


-that the Police Department planned 


to ask the State Legislature for an 
increase of 166 officers, which, if 
approved, would increase the de- 
partment’s annual expenditures by 
$350,000. 

“If in the face of our relief 
¢risis and $350,000 in increased po- 
lice expenditures, additional ser- 
vices and increased expenditures 


are approved in the budget ordin- 


ance without facing the fact that 
our present income is insufficient,” 
Meyers said, “it simply means an 
unbalanced budget and a serious 
day of reckoning for the City. of 
St. Louis in the near future.”

A forenoon of wrangling 
produced few tangible results and; 
as the meeting broke up, Senator 
King (Dem.), Utah, remarked in dis- 
gust that the opponents of the 


measure were “either stalling or 
they don’t know what they want.” 

The dual purpose of the bill, as 
has been explained, is to broaden 
the power of the Department of 
Labor to deport criminal aliens who 
are not now deportable, and to give 
the department greater latitude in 
extending clemency to aliens of 
good character who have commit- 
ted technical violations of the im- 
migation laws. 

Thus far, the contending forces 
have agreed on only one major 
point of difference. As drawn, the 
bill would create an interdepart- 
mental committee, composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Departments of 
Labor, State and Justice to exer- 
cise the discretionary powers con- 
ferred in the bill. That has been 
abandoned, and both sides are 
agreed to vest the power, if any, 
in the Labor Department, which is 
to say, in the Commissioner of 
Immigration and Nationalization. 

The present Commissioner, Dan- 
jel W. McCormack, has issued stays 
of deportation in the cases of 2862 
aliens of good character who have 
been found guilty of technical vio- 
lations, and much of the debate has 
centered around this fact. Senators 
Reynolds (Dem.), North Carolina, 
and Davis (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
who have led the fight against the 
bill, are demanding an amendment 
to provide that at no time shall this 
form of clemency be extended to 
more than 10,000 aliens. Since the 
Labor Department reports it is 
highly unlikely that it would ever 
be extended to that many, this con- 
cession may be made. 

However, Reynolds and Davis 
also are demanding a clause provid- 
ing that the number of immigrants 
accepted by this country shall not 
exceed 15,000 a year. Under present 
low, the maximum is 140,000, but 
the conditions of entrance are s0 
rigid that fewer than 10,000 are 
coming in. Nevertheless, support- 
ers of the bill are unwilling to fix 
such a drastic limitation. 

Most controversial of all issues 
arising in connection with the bill, 
however, is Reynolds’ insistence on 
a clause requiring aliens to carry 
cards identifying themselves as 
such, and to report yearly to some 
Federal agency to be designated.

Prior to that time, the railroad 
had indicated in correspodnence 
that all necessary steps toward sale 
of the right-of-way to adjacent com- 
munities had been completed, ex- 
cept approval by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which was 
expected to be a mere matter of 
form, the Mayor said. The other 
steps included approval by the 
road's trustees, the Federal Court 
at Chicago and a bondholder’s pro- 
tective committee. 

Local interests connected with 
the proposal, including the cities of 
St. Louis, University City and Clay- 
ton, the villages of McKnight and 
Olivette and St. Louis County, had 
spent about $3000 on preliminary 
work pertaining to the highway, 
said Mayor Millar, who is chairman 
of a committee of representatives 
of the communities.

CHICAGO U. MEDICAL STUDENT 
FOUND STABBED 10 DEATH 


CHICAGO, April 27.—A 


Jack Schiffer, 21 years old, Unt- 
versity of Chicago student, who was 
found stabbed to death with a sur- 
geon’s knife, was demanded today 


by his uncle, Benjamin Elboom. 

Sergeant James Sullivan listed 
the case a suicide last night, but 
Elboom asserted he was dissatisfied 
with that theory. 

“I don’t see how anybody could 
stick a knife into himself like 
that,” Elboom said. “He was a 
model boy and had no troubles.” 

Sullivan said the evidence indi- 
cated Schiffer had apparently spent 
several hours smoking and gazing 
at a skull on his desk in his apart- 
ment and then had plunged the 
12-inch blade just above the heart. 

The body was discovered by 
Schiffer’s roommate, E. T. Baum- 
gart, following his return from a 
week-end at his home in Danville, 
Il, 

Schiffer, who resided in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., was a freshman medical 
student. He became a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary schol- 
astic society, before his graduation 
from Columbia University last 
year. 

Baumgart identified the weapon 
as a dissecting knife that had be- 
longed to his grandfather, a _physi- 
cian. He told investigators Schiffer 
had worried over his studies despite 
his “A” record.

When East 
pointed out the obvious—that if 
West had failed to cash his fourth 
heart and had shifted to clubs the 
diamond suit would have been irre- 
mediably blocked—West retorted 
angrily that he wasn’t clairvoyant, 
that no player in the world would 
have failed to cash the good heart. 
Then I was dragged into the argu- 
ment, 

I said, apologetically, that I 
thought West was wrong; that 
there were players—-although only 
a few—-who could have visualized 
and acted on the one possible hope 
that declarer had the blank ace of 
diamonds. I pointed out that 
South's bidding clearly indicated the

UIET little Dr. Dafoe, protector 
Q):: the famous Quints, has un- 
wittingly launched a four-word 
bomb. In response to the queries 
concerning the efforts of Olivia 
Dionne and his wife, well-meaning 
but untrained parents of the Quints, 
to regain their custody, Dr. Dafoe 
said simply—“FIRST COME THE 
babies.” Which

Ce Mad Mamas and

-jthroughout Can- 
ada, America and 
all way stations. 
Theoretically, of 
course, we Amer- 
cans believe that 
tthe Dear Little 
Children do come 
first. Proudly we 
boast of the supe- 
rior advantages 
given American 
children. Scorn- 
fully we speak of 
the Dirty Deal handed by “foreign- 
ers” to their progeny. And among 
the things that really drove us into 
the World War were the stories— 
largely fabricated by imaginative 
propagandists—that Big, Brutal 
Germans cut off little Belgian chil- 
dren’s hands. 

Yes, theoretically, we Americans 
give Junior and Sister a swell deal. 
But in actual practice we do noth- 
ing of the sort. When it comes 
right down to brass tacks, much of 
America is as benighted in _ its 
treatment of juveniles as darkest 
Africa. And I’m _ not referring 
merely to aliens or  illiterates, 
either. 

Despite our scientific advance- 
ment, America still has a record 
in infant mortality which would 
shame the Fiji Issands. 

If the Little Darling survives the 
cradle, he faces an even worse risk. 
For then comes child labor. Be- 
fore he has ceased to toddle, he is 
working in some mill or mine, 
orchard or beet field. 

If he escapes death in infancy— 
or slavery in some factory—he still 
has many a beating to take. For 
under the maternal tyranny which 
dominates the American home, Ma- 
ma is always “her  child’s best 
friend’”—and heaven help little Wil- 
lie if he doubts it. 

I am—let me once more remind 
you—a mother. I believe mother- 
hood to be the noblest profession 
on earth and the most important 
social service, But, regardless of 
consequences, I again assert that 
no worker on earth is as poorly 
trained for his or her job, or exe- 
cutes it in as sloppy and irrespons!- 
ble a manner, as many a Loving 
Mother. If a plumber knew as lit- 
tle about his joints and fittings as 
said Mother knows about the physi- 
ological and psychological needs of 
her child, he’d be kicked out of the 
union forthwith and forever. 

In our schools we train our girls 
to be everything from tap dancers 
to taxidermists, but we usually ig- 
nore the one job for which they 
were expressly made and in which 
they are most urgently needed— 
the job of motherhood. 

“First come the babies,” says Dr. 
Dafoe. And never did a nation 
more need that reminder than this 
land of the brave and home of the 
free. Hitherto—despite all our ador- 
ing gestures—American children 
didn't have “a Chinaman’s chance” 
against the sentimentality, stupidi- 
ty and downright meanness of un- 
fit parents. Mama might and Ma- 
ma did beat, belabor and brand a 
helpless child—and receive no more 
than a mild admonition from court 
authorities. 

Nor was this situation greatly 
improved by Woman’s Emancipa- 
tion and Female Suffrage. It mere- 
ly gave Mama a better chance to 
storm into court and scare the day- 
lights out of the Judge by threat- 
ening to gang the club vote against 
him if he dared defy the Sanctity 
of Mother Love. As a consequence 
we have atpresent the disgusting 
spectacle of hundreds of intimidat- 
ed or servile jurists who dare not 
defy the Female Voter, no matter 
how grave the provocation, for fear 
of recall. 

But, praises be, some of the gen- 
themen possess backbones and, 
come what may, have the courage 
to remember that “the children do 
come first,” for in them lies the 
hope and future of the human race. 
So, now and then come heartening 
news of a brave man defying a bru- 
tal, greedy or nitwit parent and de- 
fending—even though it cost him 
his job—some helpiess youngster. 

In that defense—though he may 
not know it—he has the support of 
every really intelligent, conscienti- 
ous American mother. More pow- 
er to you, Your Honor—and likewise 
to the modest little man in Canada 
who dares to defy entrenched sen- 
timentality and give the babies* a 
break.

‘So June Dorothea Grabiner Conquered 


HOLLYWOOD, April 25. 

T. LOUIS used to know June 
§ travis pretty well. The base- 

ball fans saw her, three or four 
times every summer, sitting in a 
box at Sportsman’s Park and were 
rather amused at the little black- 
haired girl who cheered for tie 
Chicago White Sox to beat. the 
Browns. Which was natural 
enough for June was the daughter 
of the secretary of the visiting 
team and, with her mother, made 
the trip around the circuit in vaca- 
tion time. 

But fans in the adjoining boxes 
or guests at the hotel where the 
team, and its retainers, stopped 
while in St. Louis could never get 
very much out of the girl whose 
sparkling green eyes—they’re really 
green—caused a lot of comment.
